The road north from Moulton through Mountain Home 
to connect with the Muscle-Shoals-Decatur highway near 
Courtland and south from Moulton to the National For­ 
est connecting with the scenic forest route through Dou­ 
ble Springs, Jasper, and on to Birmingham, wiU eventually 
be the main tourist route between the Muscle5 Shoals dis­ 
trict and Birmingham, passing as it does within a few 
miles of the site of Dam No. 3 in the north part of the 
county and through the heart of the beautiful National 
Forest in the south. 
The architectural beauty of the famous Wilson Dam and 
the wonders of the nationally known steel center of the 
Magic City will attract all tourists to these two points. 
Combine with this a few miles of the level, fertile fields 
of Lawrence county and the natural wild beauty of the
